The features of the closing session -wera 


two addresses by A. C. Barker, superin- 
tendent of schools of Oakland, and Dr. 
Edwin H. Snj'der, commissioner of voca- 
tional education in California. 
Hearty 


applause, prolonged

sixty seconds 


greeted Barker as he arose to speak. 


''The Intermediate School" was 
tho 


subject of his address, which was tech- 
nical In content. 
Having just returned 


from a five weeks' tour of inspection of 
Eastern schools, he gave the assembled 
pedagogues many facts and figures as to 
the grtxwingr importance of the Intermedl- 
ate op Junior high school, as a part of 
the educational system. 
He closed by 


declaring that California 
Is 
conceded 


throughout the East as leading the United 
States In its educational work. 


ATTACKS SYSTEM. 


Dr. Snyder attacked the uniform mini- 


mum standard 
for promotion now In 


vogle.lri the schools, declaring It to be a 
"horrible system." 
He said in part: 


"Promotion from grade to grade on a 


uniform standard of 70 per cent is an 
outworn remnant of old-fashioned, aristo- 
cratic education and should bo abandoned. 


T In the. early years of. the United States 


the T^atiiv grammar school and the acad- 
emy were borrowed outright from Uu- 
rope and used here. 
These institutions 


were jmea'rit; for';tlie education of certain 


. classes—of boys who w^re destined for 


university training and for the profes- 
sions. 
They were never meant to be 


democratic. 


"And they i\^o not democratic today. 


The *unlverslt^- 
or Burope are 
more 


democratic than,0111-own. By.placing this 
minimum of 70 per 4cent :at the ^nd of 
each grade in the grammar school and at 
the end of each class In the high school, 
we are placing barriers or hurdles before 
the pupils. 
If they do not jump these 


hurdles they are failures. ; This Is .a pro- 
cess o( selection and not of education. It 
Is a weedlng-ou't process which tends to

The principle has 
been jnore and more acknowledged that (lie un- 
anned citizen is to be spared in person, property 
and honor as much as the exigencies of war will 
admit." 


The idea of humane conduct in war has con- 


tinued to develop in this country during the last 
fifty years. Compliance, in spirit and action, with 
the laws of the country will save alien residents 
from the harshness of military proceedings. 


THE STATE COUNCIL. 


Governor Stephens has formed the California 


council of defense. It consists of thirty-three mem- 
bers. With the exception of the vice-cliamnnn, who 
is the executive officer of the council, all the mem- 
bers serve without pay. The members of the council 
generally are known for ability in their several 
professions and employment in civil life, and (he 
great majority of them may be relied upon, if the 
opportunity is presented, to perform efficient arid 
useful service for the government. 


The duties of the council are described by Gov- 


ernor .Stephens in general terms as to m;ikc in- 
vestigations into the effect of the war upon the 
civil nnd economic life, in suggest measures for 
the public security, (he better protection of the 
public health, a fuller development of the resources 
of the State and (he encouragement of military 
training. These duties may be elaborated in much 
detail, and probably this will be done—depomliiig 
largely on the requirements of the national 811111?- 
(ion and the enthusiasm of the council. 


This idea of a State council of defense is bor- 


rowed from Massachusetts. The plan is promising, 
but its practical success and usefulness will larir«h' 
depend nnon the manner in which it is carried info 
effect.

absolutely subordinate to (he purpose and obedient 
to the instructions of the federal government. 
Whatever, schemes it evolves for the defense and 
.security of California must at the outset synchron- 
ize v/itir(he. program of the military authorities at. 

If the council permits'any conflict 
of authority and overlapping of work.' its wcH-

TO BUILO FLEET; 


OF WOODEN SHIPS 


NEW YORK. April 6.—The plans of the 
Federal Shipping Board, for the construc- 
tion of small wooden -merchant ships to 
nullify 
tlie Gorman, submarine menace 
call for a. monster and "practically unend- 
ing fleet of these vessels, to be turned out 
eventually at the rate of 200,000 tons a. 
month. 
Tho vessels will bo. armed fnr 
offense and 
defense, 'and manned fcy 
American sailors and gunners. 


.Details of the enterprise were given 
out here today by William Denman, a 
member of the board. He sifd'.that the 
first ships would soon be Under construc- 
tion at all available shipyards on the 
Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf coasts and tlie 
Grent Lakes. 


Within a period of eight months more 
than 200.000 tons of ships, wooden ves- 
sels of. from 3000 to- S600 tons., will be 
leaving their stocks every thirty days, 
fully equipped for service. .

the neighborhood of $350,000 each year in 
experiments alone. This is over and 
above the amount set aside to defray the 
actual traveling expenses of the squads 
which make annual pilgrimages to the 
land of cotton and sand burrs. 
The outlay of money for new Playing 
material ranges from 
J3BO to $1500 for 
every player who comes up the ladder 
to the charmed 
circle. 
A • certain per 
cent of these players are drafted and a 
certain per ceut obtained through out- 
right purchase. 
Iln the cuse of drafted, 
players the 'major leaguers can generally: 
get out on the player who 'fails to make 
good with a small loss by sending him 
back to the ivory field from which he 
came. 
But In disposing of purchased 
players who fail to come up to the stan- 
dard the merry, magnuts are more-than 
lucky If they-get fifty per cent of the 
purchase price when disposing of surplus 
ivory.

-After he had spent sev- 
eral days, sleeping twenty out of every 
twenty-four hours his relatives suggested 
that h& find work. Work, they said, not 
only would "keep him 
awake and

healthful for him, but it would enable him 
to have money in his pocket.

the night'away.
